Tharp’s leg was broken and he may 
be internally injured. Bounds’ left 4 
widow and three adopted children. 

The three men were carpenters, driv- 
ing to work on a building at 1319 Jeffer- 
son avenue. 

The men were driving south on Grand 
avenue on the tracks, the horses’ nose 
close behind the tailboard of a south- 
bound car. It was raining and the three 
/ crowded together on the seat, had an 
umbrella raised. 

Turned Off Track. 

At Cass avenue the men turned off 
the track without looking to see if a 
car was coming northward, At that mo- 
ment, just as the norse had cleared the 
tracks, a northbeund car at full speed 
struck the wagon. 

Bounds fell against the window of the 
front vestibule, smashing the glass, 
pieces of which cut into his chest. 

Tharp fell to the asphalt pavement and 
lay there unconscious, Jackson landed 
12 feet away, unhurt. 

Men Are Cared For. 

The car stopped and men carried the 
unconscious men to the sidewalk. 

The cushion of the wagon seat was 
placed under the head of Bounds and 
he died there in the rain just as Dr. H. 
C. Dalton reached him. Tharp was 
taken in an automobile to St. John’s 
Hospital. The wagon was smashed. 

Mr. Jackson gave the following ac- 
count of the accident: 

“How we forgot about the northbound 
car I don’t know, but I suppose it was 
because we were in a hurry and it was 
raining. We were all squeezed together 
on the one seat, and as it was raining 
our heads were down. 

“We were following the car going 
south and we did not see the north- 
bound one. The first I knew I heard 
Bounds scream. We were crossing the 
eastern track then to go on Cass avenue. 
I looked up quickly and the northbound 
car was upon us. 

A Deafening Crash, 

“Tt loomed out of the rain as big as a 
house.

Railroads Win -First Round of 
Battle Against Two- 
Cent Rates.

PHILADELPHIA, Sept. 10.—Judges 
Willson and <Audenried in Common 


Pleas Court today deciared unconstitu- 
tional the 2-cent railroad fare law pass- 
ed by the last Legislature. The case 
will be at once taken to the State Su- 
preme Court. 

The 2-cent fare ‘aw was enacted by 
the Legislature as a result of agitation 
during the last political campaign, all 
parties pledging themselves in favor of 
such legislation. The railroads, led by 
the Pennsylvania and Reading, made a 
strong fight against the enactment, but 
both branches of the Legislature passed 
the bill by practically a unanimous Vole. 
The act was to go into effect Oct. & 

Victory for the Penn. | 


The Pennsylvania was the first to at- | 


tack its validity, bringing a suit in the 
local courts to restrain the county of 
Philadelphia from collecting fines’ for 
violating its provisions. 

The hearing lasted nearly a week, and 
among the witnesses were President 
McCrea and several of the vice-presi- 
dents of the Pennsylvania Railroad, 
The contention of the company was 
that the law was not constitutional and 
that the 2-cent rate was fixed without 
any investigation on the part of ‘the 
Legislature as to whether the railroads 
could make a fair profit under the law, 
which, the company asserts, it cannot 
do. 

All other railroads operating in Penn- 
Sylvania have brought similar proceed- 
ings in various counties of the State, 
but no decisions have been rendered, as 
it is understood that the Pennsylva- 
nia’s suit will be made the test case in 
the higher court.

VANCOUVER,- B. C., Sept. 9%—The 
Chinese and Japanese quarters of Van- 
couver are practically in a state of 
siege. Hundreds of revolvers and guns 
were sold this morning to Orientals, un- 
til the police prohibited the sale of fire- 
arms to anyone. 

Every Chinese merchant goes about 
with an armed ~vayguard, and beside 
the’ entrance to every Cliinese store 
stands a Mongolian with a Winchester 
rifle. All the Chinese cooks, millmenr, !a- 
borers and all Japanese working within 
a radius of 15 mites from Vancouver 
have been suramened to the Oricutal 
quarters and are filling all the houses 
there. Besides the firearms, knives, 
stones, bottles and bricks are in stock, 
ready to repel the attack of a mob at 
any future occasion. 

Every House Damaged. 

Glass in évery rtental's shop and 
house in the city was broken by the mob 
on Saturday night, except in the Japan- 
ese church. It is a question whether 
the city or the Dominion is responsible 
for the $20,000 damages done by the 
mob. ; 

It is understood that Mayor Bethune 
has received a telegram from Earl 
Grey, Governer-General of Ottawa, de-

Dooley, Dismissed Detective, 
Hopes to Vindicate Self 
-- and Comrades.. 





DIDN’T GET IMMUNITY 


For This Reason, It Is Said, 
Fawcett Is Anxious-to 
-Retract. 








August H. Dooley, dismissed from the 
city detective force in the police graft 
investigation last March on the test!- 
mony of May Harrington and “Bud” 
Faweett, declared Tuesday that he will 
vindicate himself and the five detectives 
discharged with him. They are Assist- 


‘ant Chief of Detectives John Keely and 


Detectives Michael Cremin, Hugh Mc- 
Cullen, ‘Daniel J. McGrath and John 
McCarthy. 

He says Fawcett, now a prisoner at 
the Workliouse, has admitted that the 
testimony of himself, May Harrington, 
Madge Kiely, Mame Cavanaugh, Ada 
Quinn and may Arnold was a ‘“frame- 
up.”” Fawcett is ready to testify, he 
says, that certain police officials prom- 
ised him immunity from arrest, staying 
of Workhouse sentences and gifts of 
money. 

Fawcett told Dooley, according to the 
ex-detective, that immediately after 
Ada Quinn reversed her testimony be- 
fore the Police Board so as to incrimi- 
nate the defendants, money was given 
to Fawcett to go to the Workhouse and 
pay the part of the fine assessed against 
her which she had not worked out. 


Police Breke Picdges. 

Dooley says the police have not kept 
the promises of immunity from arrest, 
and that is the reason Fawcett has de- 
cided to tell the truth. 

Fawcett is now in the Workhouse, 
serving six months for a theft for which 
Dooley arrested him. May Harrington 
is sald to have left the city. Ada Quinn 
has been arrested and sent to the 
Workhouse since the trials. Mame Cav- 
anaugh and Madge Kiely were arrested 
last week. 

Dooley says this state of affairs has 
made the witnesses anxious to reverse 
themselves. 

Dooley says that not long ago he met 
on the streets one of the women whose 
testimony convicted him, and was told 
by her that “Bud’’ Fawcett and May 
Harrington were penitent over the 
wrong they felt they had done him 
and W ished to repair it. 


will Reverse Testimony. 
Dooley, with a lawyer, went immedi- 
utély to see Fawcett. He says Fawcett 
promised to make affidavit, as soon 4s 
he finished his term, that the testimony 
he gave at Dooley’s trial was umtrue and 
that he Was paid to testify falsely. He 
said May Harrington was anxious to 
make effidevit to the same effect. 
“IT hope to be able to reopen the 
‘yhole case,’’ said Dooley to a Post-Dis- 
patch reporter, “and right myself and 
the five men who suffered with me, be- 
fore the public. If the word of crooks 
was. sufficient to convict us, it ought 
lo pe good enough to clear us.”’
